The Grand Jury is investigat- 
ing allegations by District At- 
torney Jim Garrison of conspir- 
acy in the assassination of for- 
mer President John F. Kennedy 
and Novel said he will testify 
the knows nothing of the assas- 
sination and will be charged 
with perjury. 

The action to hold Novel came 
at a hearing on the subpena be- 
fore Judge Henry Holden of the 
Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court. 

Judge Holden said Louisiana 
had complied with a uniform 
witnesses act honored by both 
states. He said Louisiana grants 
Novel immunity from any past; 
acts but “we can’t grant him' 
immunity for anything that may! 
occur in the future.” 

In the past, Garrison has been 
unable to get Novel, a former 
New Orleans night club opera- 
tor, to testify because he re- 
fused to grant him immunity.
